Were some our ill-proportioned devotions 
more closely modeled the example the Roman Mis- 
sal they would possess more dignity, solidity, unction and 
balance. The mass book does more, too shows 
that piety essentially beautiful thing. Ever many 
the collects are perfect gems word painting and im- 
agery, and their esthetic appeal serves strengthen their 
response spiritual needs. 

Fortunately, are not lacking several adequate Eng- 
lish translations the Roman Missal. The newest that 
Dr. Pace and Father Wynne. Though some re- 
spects distinctly disappointing—heedless proof reading, oc- 
casional uneveness style, periodical awkwardness 
construction and spasmodic wrenchings English idioms 
serve dash our first enthusiasm over the book—this 
version the main well printed, conveniently arranged 
and prepared with intelligence and unction. The Pace- 
Wynne translation published the Home Press 
New York. Benziger publication, the translator’s name 
not given, presents the English side side with the 
original Latin, and the English for the most part 
worthy. Father Lasance’s version, also published the 
Benzigers, has met with some objection the score 
not being sufficiently close the original; but 
beautiful work whole and certainly harmony with 
the spirit the Roman Missal. Father Lasance and 
Father Wynne have also published separate volumes

BEING HUMAN. think you are more human 
than you used be,” said one teacher another. 

Was that compliment—or the reverse? The person 
addressed inferred that the remark was not the nature 
eulogy, that what the speaker meant was that his 
friend was more worldly, more “carnal,” had more the 
“old man” both them had not been the pos- 
sessors virtue and common sense, there would have 
been falling out then and there; for they did what peo- 
ple usually when they disagree, they took two distinct 
meanings out the same word. 

But the speaker really meant complimentary. 
employed the word human worthy sense, the sense 
which speak the human element poetry and 
painting; somewhat, indeed, the sense humane. 
was this sense that Joseph Maistre used the word 
when wrote that memorable sentence: 

“There dogma the Catholic Church, general 
usage belonging exalted discipline even, which has not 
its roots the inmost depths human nature.” 

this favorable sense, let all human. Man’s na- 
ture was corrupted the fall; but humanity cannot 
utterly bad thing since the Son God sanctified 
His Personality Divine. Despite sin, remains true that 
are made the image and likeness God. Evil has 
soiled and distorted the image, but the image there; and 
when try bring out more and more clearly the God- 
like lineaments, then are progressing the gentle art 
being human. 

This sort humaneness the teacher pre-eminently needs, 
Most the saints had it, and were all the greater saints 
reason its possession. The teacher who has not, 
whatever his devotedness, whatever his learning, what- 
ever his piety, not hundred per cent efficient. 


GREAT CATHOLIC EDUCATOR. The talented 
Visitation nun who writes over the pen name Pine 
has put very much her debt giving life 
the Venerable Don Bosco, the founder the Salesians and 
one the great educators the Catholic world. The book 
published the Don Bosco Institute Philadelphia. 

Don Bosco was holy man who was the best sense 
human. had singular charm character, intuitive 
sympathy and tact, fund saving humor. These things 
did not make substitute for the sterner qualities 
the devout life, but did utilize them for his own legiti- 
mate surcease and for the salvation the soults the 
boys whom God confided him. Such has ever been the 
way the saints, though often their biogpraphers have 
not taught so. The Venerable Don Bosco fortunate 
having found his biographer woman who presents 
him lovable Christian hero rather than lifeless 
abstraction. 

the years certain that educators gen- 
eral and Catholic educators particular will learn 
appreciate the holy founder the Salesians ever more 
and more. His notions education were modern with- 


out being provincial, sensible without being narrowly and 
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emasculatingly was enthusiast without 
being extremist. his singularly successful efforts 
form his young: charges habits piety centered 
attention the major aids sancity, notably the 
practice Frequent Communion. And was always 
gentle with the gentleness strong man. Writes the 
director government normal school: 

“The educational system Don Bosco modeled upon 
the gentleness St. Francis Sales—the preventive 
system. every case endeavored hinder the en- 
trance evil among the young kindly treatment and 
constant watchfulness. Games, music, etc., were for him 
efficacious means securing good order, cultivating virtue 
and preserving health.”

are educable. Theoretically, most would not dream 
disputing that; but practice too often act the 
assumption that the emotions are what they are, and that 
taking thought cannot mend them. was quite

Such colloquialisms imply that the 
emotions are fixed and permanent states consciousness, 
rock-ribbed constituents human character which will 
suffer change shadow alteration.

The man who “has 
feelings” will investigation reveal some sort 
emotional tone, nothing more than glow pfide 
over his lack sympathy sensitiveness. The “coarse- 
grained individual” can ordinarily filed and sandpa- 
pered, and the “frightfully sensitive” child, whether the 
school Christian humility the school hard 
knocks, gradually acquires thickened cuticle.

able experience than overcome some other form 
temptation; and the man who offers the fact 
excuse for improper conduct shows himself weak 
theoretical psychology manifestly practical 
ethics. 

What was said earlier paper this series di- 
rection and suppression pedagogical principles has 
special application the cultivation the emotions. And 
the process cultivation, the word implies, must 
mainly positive and constructive. Certain manifestations 
emotion, course, call for prompt and decisive nega- 
tive action; but substantially all cases the emotions 
themselves are susceptible fostering guidance. “Even 
when objectionable,” says Dr. Dubray (Introductory Phil- 
osophy, 163), “feelings may utilized, transformed and 
elevated making them serve nobler purposes and giving 
them worthy objects.” Thus the tendency self-indulg- 
ence, which one plane life sinful, may lifted 
plane whereon the saints made powerful factor 
forming habits Christian holiness.

and consequence have innate tendency stress 
the self-regarding emotions and slight the development 
the altruistic feelings. happens that 
which itself necessary and salutary, practice be- 
comes the root vice. The teacher’s obvious duty 
teach the art developing the altruistic emotions and 
minimizing the natural proclivity put self the fore. 
Children should, therefore, encouraged have regard 
for the comfort others, listen attentively, speak 
respectfully, perform acts service and courtesy even 
when such things demand sacrifice, avoid the frequent 
use and conversation. This the beginning 
that sublime wisdom which seeks first, not personal grat- 
ification, but the kingdom God and His justice. 

The teacher cannot proceed advisedly the task cul- 
tivating the emotions without some recognition the 
sources emotional activity. The all inclusive sources 
feelings are thus lucidly set forth Professor Stout 
(Manual Psychology, pp. 286-7): 

“Emotions may arise connection with definite per- 
ceptions ideas, when good news excites joy; the 
other hand, they may primarily due organic changes, 
such those which follow the use alcohol other 
drugs. man’s temper varies with the state his health. 
The organic changes may operate one both two 
ways. They may directly change the condition the 
nervous system altering the nature amount nu- 
trition with which supplied, other ways. They 
may also, altering the general state the body, alter 
the nature the impulses received the central nerv- 
ous system from the internal organs. Owing the dif- 
fusive nature organic sensations, this occasions gen- 
eral change the state the nervous system, which 
the psychological side experienced emotional 
mood. emotional mood not quite the same thing 
emotion properly called. emotion properly 
called must felt relation some definite object; 
angry must angry about something. But the 
general state irritation due, let say, sleepless 
night, has not, such, any definite emo- 
tional mood, whatever may its primary origin, tends 
persist when once aroused, and fasten upon any 
object which presents itself.” 

Many, perhaps most, the difficulties that arise the 
classroom are due emotional moods. Universal in- 
stances are three-o’clock restlessness, and 
the excitement resultant the announcement un- 
looked for holiday. dull and disobedient child often 
the unfortunate victim malnutrition; and while the 
teacher not expected ignore either lassitude sulki- 
ness, should always take into account the sources 
the child’s emotional tone and proceed offset 
inducing stronger mood more desirable sort. And 
will well, when about it, reflect that symp- 
toms mischief insubordination the part the 
pupils may, like not, have been suggested the indica- 
tions unwholesome emotional mood the teacher 
himself. Monday might become almost rose-col- 
ored the teacher were trifle less keen anticipating 
and little more careful preparing his lessons. 
human nature more than ordinarily sensitive the 
creaking the wheels after the machine has been out 
use for day two, but there are such things pa- 
tience and axle-grease. 

practical bearing classroom work the principle 
the “pleasure-pain curve” the affective life. Every 
emotional manifestation may reduced some form 
pleasure pain, usually commingling the two 
with one other dominant. The essential laws the 
curve are set forth Father Maher (Psychology, 225): 

Pleasure accompaniment the spontaneous 
and healthy activity our faculties, and pain the result 
either their restraint excessive exercise. Pleasure 
augments with increasing vigor the operation 
certain normal medium degree exertion, and progress- 
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ively diminishes after that stage passed; farther the 
pleasure disappears altogether, and beyond this line pain 
takes its place.” 

poetical rendering the same truth given Dr. 
Henry Van Dyke: 


“If all the skies are sunshine, 
Our faces would fain 
feel once more upon them 
The cooling plash rain.” 


This matter commended for prayerful consideration 
the teacher who practice assumes that the delight 
own. Often, when deep the exploitation his one big 
idea, thoroughly enjoying himself; but boring 
his pupils death. Something this must have been 
the mind that splendid woman, St. Teresa, when she 
voiced her preference for the learned confessor rather 
than the merely pious one. 

Still another psychological truth pertinent here. 
powerful emotion subsides gradually. “The waves,” 
has been beautifully said, “are not stilled when the storm 
has passed away. There remains the ground swell trou- 
bling the Shakespeare, his depiction King 
Lear, marvelously skilful picturing this diminuendo 
effect passion. actual daily life this phenomenon 
the cause the quarrel which breaks out with increased 
violence after all difficulties had apparently been adjusted. 
One phase known theological language the 
remains sin. The teacher bear mind when 
reprimanding imposing punishment; ill con- 
sidered word gesture such time, when the vanishing 
traces recent agitation are still sweeping over the 
child’s soul, may serve stimulate another and greater 
tempest. 

Emotions, furthermore, are contagious. Witness the 
stampede herd cattle, the round applause 
theater, the epidemic restlessness church the end 
the sermon, the glow fervor that passes over au- 
dience when preacher makes stirring devotional ap- 
peal. Every teacher knows that every class—that is, every 
group students—has distinctive personality which 
not the average the individuals compasing the class. 
One the more recent developments the science 
mind, Social Psychology, seeking formulate the laws 
emotional contagion. Meanwhile, let the teacher accept 
the contagion itself for the fact that indubitably is, and 
act accordingly. can say things pupil 
with perfect propriety that, the interest discipline, 
dare not say entire class; must employ devices 
secure and maintain the attention group pupils 
that would futile and even ridiculous the case 
individual pupil. 

The pupils should brought very early realize that 
the emotions produce moral atmosphere,—that, for exam- 
ple, subjects study are not fascinating “dry” them- 
selves, but the feeling delight repugnance with 
which they are approached. They should brought 
perceive that nine-tenths the art study consists 
learning like things. They should taught how 
draw salutary lesson from the remark made the day 
laborer his discontented wife. “We women have all 
the hard things put with,” the gentle lady said, as, 
begrimed and weary, came home for his dinner. “Here 
am, slaving this hot kitchen, while you have nothing 
all day but dig and shovel nice, cool sewer.” 
was this sense that Hamlet declared, “For there 
nothing, either good ill, but thinking makes so.” 

True education never loses sight the correlation 
emotion with volition. The feelings are indispensable aids 
life; themselves they are not trustworthy guides. 
They their best work, certainly their only safe work, 
when they are under the direction and control en- 
lightened will. Not united with enlightened will, the 
feelings tend religion fanaticism, art formal- 
ism and eccentricity, life freakishness and general 
inefficiency.

“The future the short story the hands the 
intelligent reader,” said Rev. John Danihy, dean 
the school journalism, Marquette University, Mil- 
waukee, address “The Short Story—A Modern 
Type,” delivered recently before the Marquette 
league, the Knights Columbus hall. 

“More discrimination the part the patrons

This 
effacement the ego was with Brother Potamian and 
Brother Chrysostom much the result natural, in- 
nate modesty the thorough training their deeply 
religious Institute. Both men were diplomaed doctors 
the best universities, that London and the Catholic 
University America, but Doctor O’Reilly and Doctor 
Conlan were always shaded from public view the 
humble garb St. John Baptist Salle and the 
unpretentious sobriquet Brother Potomian and Brother 
Chrysostom. Prodigies marvels self-ef- 
facement, Brother Potamian and Brother Chrysostom 
command the respect and challenge the strictures the 
whole educational world-—The Catholic Educational Re- 
view.

TEACHER’S TOUR INTO ALASKA 


The meeting the National Education Association 
Portland, Oregon, July 14, will induce many teach- 
ers thitherward for vacation trip. For all teachers 
the Middle West and the Southern and Eastern portions 
the United States trip Portland two-thirds 
the way journey Alaska. Hence the expense 
trip Alaska over and above what the expense would 
Portland easily within the reach most 
teachers. There time better than June and July 
for visiting Alaska. Here where practically day all 
the time one will find the noon night filled with 
marvel beauty and wonder. only step from 
Portland Prince Rupert, the gateway Alaska, sit- 
uated the mouth the Skeena River the Pacific 
Coast the Dominion Canada. This city only 
about forty miles from the southern boundary the 
southeastern part Alaska. From Seattle the 
party Alaska will have sail 1,000 miles coast- 
wise steamers via the famous inside passage from Prince 
Rupert Skagway, Alaska, the end navigation. 

After leaving Prince Rupert, C., the most charming 
part the sail begins. Forty miles north the party 
will cross the boundary line Alaska and Amer-

ican waters. Italian lakes, the fjords Norway, and 
the grandeur the Alps, all before one the vessel 
winds and out the channel. The party’s first stop 
Alaska will Ketchikan, town 2,000 more 
inhabitants, where the tourists will get view typical 
territorial life. salmon fishing center, and there 
are two salmon canneries the village, the chief in- 
dustry the town. 

eighty-five-mile sail from Ketchikan Wran- 
gell, and the journey amidst scenes more expressive 
than ever. Wrangell quaint village, and one might 
easily imagine, save for the red man, his squaw and 
pappoose, that had landed faraway Venice. One’s 
first notion that has arrived Indian village, 
for when the boat comes they are down see who 
comes and who goes. Here Wrangell are huge 
lumber industries running night and day, and fishing 
resourceful here elsewhere Alaska. There 
are this small seaport town 1,100 people fourteen 
large canneries and very large cold storage plant. One 
sees here numerous totem poles standing like weird sen- 
tries the superstitious belief the Indians. 

Probably the most interesting part the Alaska trip 
the sail 130 miles from Wrangell Juneau. Along 
the journey between these two points the channel 
places narrow that one can almost jump ashore. 
They can only navigated flow tide and then under 
slow speed. The scenery along the route beautiful 
beyond degree. the journey the traveler sees numer- 
ous glaciers and number sublime mountain peaks. 
few miles south Juneau stop made Taku 
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Inlet, permitting the tourists make side trip the 
Inlet the base the famous Taku 
ables passengers get view close range. This 
glacier more than mile wide and extends back for 
seventy-five miles. one the greatest sights 
the world. 

Juneau the capital Alaska. has population 
8,000 and very progressive city. great mining 
center. The Treadwell gold mines, just across the 
channel Douglas Island, crushes 5,000 tons ore 
daily. employs 1,700 men and supports the town 
Douglas. This one Alaskan gold mine has produced 
over three times the purchase price Alaska. About 
three miles southeast Juneau another celebrated 
gold mine, employing 2,000 men and having capacity 
10,000 tons daily. 

The next sail more than 100 miles from 
Juneau Skagway, the end navigation. The scenery 
this fjord (the Lynn Canal) particularly sublime. 
Seven glaciers are passed this short journey. Skagway 
the same parallel latitude the Shetland 
Islands off the coast Scotland, and yet north 
Stockholm, and Petrograd, Russia. From the delight- 
ful climate one finds here summer even late 
October one cannot realize that far north 
even Alaska. From Skagway one makes the journey 
comfortable car the White Pass Yukon Rail- 
way. the early days the gold rush was from 
Skagway that the gold seekers used start their per- 
ilous journey over the ice stairways the White Pass 
the Chilcoot. one makes this journey com- 
fortably equipped railway train from Skagway White 
Horse, distance 110 miles, one naturally im- 
pressed with what the pioneer did, and likewise with the 
sublime beauty with which nature has featured the 
whole route. immeasurably beyond description. 
this “Great Art Gallery God,” where the sublimest 
natural subjects are yet untouched, the pen and the 
brush have not yet obtained their wisdom. About 
twenty miles north Skagway one crosses the boun- 
dary line Alaska into the Dominion Canada. few 
miles beyond the boundary the traveler comes Lake 
Bennett, whose shores are skirted the railway for 
twenty miles until the train arrives what was known 
once city 10,000 population, but which to-day 
deserted save for hotel which one served with 
excellent meals. Caribou the party leaves the railway 
for journey into Atlin, the real beauty spot the 
world. This trip requires two three days, but 
worth while because the mining industries and beau- 
tiful side trips taken from this point. experi- 
enced travelers considered serious mistake visit 
Alaska without making trip into the Atlin Lake dis- 
trict, gorgeous and beautiful the scenery. After 
leaving this region the party continues White Horse, 
which outfitting station the head navigation 
the Yukon. interesting observe the dog 
caravans that start from this point the mining 
hunting camps the interior. promising industry 
White Horse the raising foxes for commercial 
purposes. The fur the breed raised here very valu- 
able. The country around White Horse very rich 
copper deposits. This place the extreme northern 
point reached the tour. The White Pass 
Yukon Railway one the most wonderful engineer- 
ing feats the world, and the journey 110 miles 
one its trains itself worth going thousand 
miles enjoy. 

this northern latitude the natural phenomena 
known the Aurora Borealis Northern Lights are 
seen all their local terrestial and heavenly glory. 
The cause this wonderful display yet more less 
conjecture. From some points observation travel- 
ers have described these Northern Lights appearing 
like great liquid fire battles. From point the arc 
contention the fire messengers seem annihilate 
both time and space they speed onward with their 
liquid bombs, emitting their contents and illuminating 
the heavens with curtain fire. 


One who takes briefly outlined the fore- 
going will see scores huge glaciers, few which 
have been mentioned. The glacial system Alaska 
interesting study itself. What the traveler sees 
to-day likely only the remains the great ice flood 
that swept over the country toward the Pacific, leaving 
its wake these mighty ice deposits the debris 
work known moraine. the Taku Glacier that

holds the greatest interest with its purple colored ice 
towering 300 feet and its ragged edges protruding into 
the sea while huge chunks fall into the waters with 
noise distant thunder. 

Let add that the trip steamer thru the land- 
locked waters southeastern Alaska for distance 
about 500 miles, novelty and charm different from 
any other trip taken elsewhere the The 
route between mountain islands affording interest- 
ing and ever-changing scenery, but rough water 
dread. One can travel the utmost comfort and enjoy 
grandeur the scenery from the deck the 
steamer. This southeastern coast Alaska, account 
its magnificent scenery, its glaciers, and interesting 
totem poles and quiet land-locked passages, will 
found more attractive and interesting than any other 
portion the coast. 

After one has made the Alaskan trip via the famous 
inside passage Skagway and the side trip White 
Pass, has the choice returning thru the Canadian 
Rockies from Prince Rupert, the Pacific Coast termi- 
nal the Grand Trunk Pacific Railway British Co- 
lumbia, from Vancouver via the Canadian Pacific 
Lake Louise, Field, Banff, etc. Either these returning 
routes carries the traveler for distance 600 800 
miles thru some the most gorgeous scenery the 
continent.

FIRST YEAR WORK

POCKET FOR NEWSPAPERS 

Material required: Two pieces unbleached 
one fourteen inches nine inches, and one twelve 
inches twelve inches. 

Directions for making: Make one-half inch hem 
one side the square piece. the other piece make 
one-fourth inch hems for two inches from one end, and 
one-half inch hem the same end this piece. 

Pin the two pieces together having the ends opposite 
the one-half inch hems even with the right side the 
facing the wrong side the larger piece. 
Arrange inverted plait the fullness the lower 
edge. Finish pocket with French seam. 

very serviceable pocket fastened the wall 
convenient place near the kitchen sink the work 
table. Fold the newspapers twice. 


SASH CURTAINS FOR THE KITCHEN WINDOWS 

Material: Any white curtain material, dotted 
swiss, scrim, voile, good quality cheesecloth. 
Use one two pieces window depending upon its 
width and the width the material. Allow six inches 
for one and one-fourth inch heading and one-inch 
casing the upper end and one and one-fourth inch 
hem the lower end curtain. 


SWEEPING DUSTING BAGS

Gardening should taught the schools, but 
should not begin with the school garden. Ordinarily 
the school garden not likely business proposi- 
tion. Too often not plan utilize the products 
food, but only examples, supply artificial 
market. apt seem like playing work—not 
job. 

Again the school garden, while looks simple, 
difficult thing handle. Unless there paid-the-year- 
round teacher, who lives the district and consults and 
advises with the patrons, twelve months the year, the 
school garden practically certain neglected during 
the summer, that when school opens the fall there 
fine bed weeds bring discredit upon the work 
and discourage further agricultural study. 

Home gardens should encouraged but the school 
garden, come all, should come later when 
pupils have accumulated enough information about plants 
and soils sustain interest and make success. 

Connect the School and Home 

The most practical method connect the school 
with the home the study gardening. The school 
can much make the home garden success and 
the home garden can made part the school course 
gardening. 

school can study soils, seeds, plants. can 
take these things school and become familiar with 
them. home can put into actual practice what 
learn school. part our manual training course 
can make cold frames. our language and arith- 
metic lessons can read about figure gardening 
problems. this way can sustain interest. The 
children can encouraged plant home gardens. 
garden contest can conducted. 


there are any expert gardeners the community, 
can invite them visit the school and talk 
about gardening. perhaps can get from them 
invitation for the pupils visit their gardens. Even 


these gardens have not progressed further than 


the preparation the soil, they will prove interesting 
and helpful us. 

teaching gardening, should endeavor simple 
and practical our instruction. must base our 
lessons actual experiments—teach vegetables, not 
merely words. 

How Grow Garden 


The home garden should near the house. will 
handy cultivate, and will use more products they 
are near hand and easy get. 

Slightly sloping land better than flat surface be- 
cause drains better.. southern slope best, 
warms earlier the spring, and makes possible 
have earlier crops. 

light, rich, sandy loam the best garden soil. 
catches and holds moisture well, and also lets the air 
penetrate it. 

The garden plot should well manured. Manure 
not only furnishes plant food, but loosens the soil 
that holds water and air better. 

Put the manure the fall and plow spade 
under. Plow spade deep. The deeper plow the 
bigger our garden is. other words, garden crops will 
farther down for plant food and moisture. 

Fall plowing loosens the soil that catches and 
holds the winter rains and snows and stores this moist- 
ure for the following season. also gives time for the 
ground settle and become firm spring. 

Ground that plowed the fall can worked early 
the spring, just soon the top dries off. This 
means earlier crops. 

not plow our garden until spring should 
manure after, instead before, plowing. 

Plants get water not only from rainfall, but also from 
the supply moisture deep down the ground. Loose, 
coarse manure plowed under makes space which pre- 
vents water from coming from below the plants. 

must not get anxious and work the ground too 
early the spring. will gain time waiting until 
dry and mellow. Soil worked when cold and 
wet becomes hard and bakes easily. 

manuring the spring, should use well-rotted 
manure, otherwise our plants this year will not get the 
benefit it. 

The tiny seeds need help most when they are first 
planted and are just forming their little rootlets. 

The manure should chopped with disk harrow, 
our garden small, with hoe. 

This prevents the manure from washing away, and 
gets worked into the soil that comes contact 
with the seeds and growing roots. 

Make Fine, Firm Seed Bed 

The garden should rolled and disked harrowed 
until the soil firm and fine. hand rake can used 
the garden small. 

The finer and firmer make our seed bed, the more 
moisture will hold and the better the moisture will 
come from below. 

Radishes, lettuce, cabbages, etc., should planted 
frequent intervals, that will have continuous 
supply thruout the season. 

should plant both early and late varieties corn, 
peas, beans, etc. Extra early sorts should fellowed 
early, medium, and late varieties, that may 
have constant supply good quality and 

are raising products sell, the greatest profit 
the early crop. 

get extra early crops must use cold frame. 
cold frame simple low frame covered with glass. 
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Plants are grown without artificial heat. Seeds can 
sown cold frame from two three and some- 
times four weeks before they can sown the open. 

Any sized window sashes can used. Usually the 
sashes are feet wide and feet long. The front, 
south side, the cold frame inches lower than 
the back, allow the sash slope that the plants 
get the full benefit the sunshine.

simple little experiment helps make clear the 
way moisture comes the soil, and how soil mulch 
keeps from evaporating.

See how 
quickly the water rises the top the cube. ten 
seconds reaches the top the loaf sugar, but you 
have let ‘stand hour more before the water 
soaks thru the powdered sugar. soil mulch acts just 
like the powdered sugar—it keeps water from escaping, 

The finer and firmer our seed bed is, the easier 
for the water rise from below. This why loose, 
coarse manure plowed under the spring makes space 
which keeps the water from coming the plants. 

The garden should raked, hoed, cultivated every 
few days—once every week anyway, and oftener than 
that, the top the soil becomes hard and crusty, 
does after rain. 

our garden becomes very dry, may water it—do 
not just sprinkle it; wet clear thru the evening, 
then the morning, when the surface begins dry, 
rake keep the water from getting away. Sprinkling 
the plants every two three days one the surest 
ways spoiling them. 

the same time are cultivating our garden 
save the moisture, are killing the weeds. Weeds and 
garden can’t thrive together.

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BIRD STUDY FOR APRIL 


SOME BENEFICIAL BIRDS AND THEIR 
PROTECTION 


Gilbert, Department Agriculture Zoology, 
Southern Illinois State Normal University 


The most important enemies crops are undoubtedly 
the insect and rodent pests. Insects with their poorly 
constructed digestive organs eat enormous quantities 
food but really digest only small part what they 
eat. said cost the farmer twice much feed 
our insect foes does run our public schools. 
Mice, rats and other rodents gorge themselves upon 
grasses and grains, and often cut pieces and waste far 
more than they eat. Rats alone are said destroy one 
hundred million dollars’ worth property the United 
States each year, and mice all kinds perhaps even 
more damage than the rats. These rodents all mul- 
tiply with alarming rapidity and not held check 
might almost bring national calamity. 

hawks and owls checking outbreaks destructive 
rodents. keep their high body temperature and 
produce the immense amount energy needed 
their hunting expeditions, birds prey must devour 
surprisingly large quantities With but very few 
exceptions, this food made rats, gophers, 
shrews, and other rodents. this foad runs out, oc- 
casional hawk learns eat poultry This, 
exception rather rule.

When rodents come 
within reach she springs upon them. But this same cat 
would useless broad field where rodents are 
scattered. successfully rid field meadow mice 
and other rodents, etc., requires the services birds 
prey which can quickly fly over the broad fields and 
noiseless wing steal upon the pests while they are out 
their hiding places. This very necessary service 
performed hawks during the day and owls 
the twilight and night. 

Only two common land-hawks Illinois notable 
injury, rule. Two slaty gray hawks with black 
bars tail and wing are noted poultry and bird thieves. 
They are the little sharp-shinned hawk and his “big 
brother,” the Cooper’s hawk. The latter bird almost 
twice large the former. 

All other hawks importance are decidedly beneficial. 
The sparrow hawk eats large numbers grasshoppers, 
bectles, caterpillars and mice. known everywhere 
his quick, ringing “Killy! Killy! Killy!” wheels 
about buildings and parks hovers upon beating wings 
above some spot the field meadow until locates 
the coveted insect rodent upon which speedily 
descends the first opportunity. Because his bold- 
ness, this beautiful little hawk frequently shot those 
who not understand his real value. The large marsh 
hawk flies low over fields, meadows and lowlands, prefer- 
ably near woodlands streams. When his sharp eyes 
detect some destructive rodent beneath him, raises 
his long wings vertically over his back, quickly descends 
and with outstretched talons seizes the coveted prize. 
may also known the large white area above the 
base the tail. The red tailed hawk and the red shoul- 
dered hawk are both large and are both unfortunately 
known “hen hawks” “chicken hawks.” Only 
occasional specimen known destroy poultry, and 
perhaps none either species would the poultry 
were kept properly housed penned up. 

Owls even have better record than hawks. soon 
hawks are driven roost the darkness, owls 
begin their nightly search for nocturnal rodents and 
insects. These large, bright eyed birds are quiet and 
“mysterious” their habits that their wild cries 
“cold hooting calls” make superstitious people shudder. 
Unlike other birds, owls see with both eyes once. 
This gives them something “human expression” 
and makes them look wise. But their large eyes serve 
the owl most effectively the darkness. means 
them locates and captures almost fabulous numbers 
mice, rats, shrews, meadow mice, insects, etc. 

The screech owl especially fond insects and 
mice. When his tremulous cry heard night 
“high time” for mice and rats hunt their holes, for 
owls will get them “if they don’t watch out.” The long 
eared owls are also famous mousers. More than hun- 
dred pellets thrown out the mouth (regurgitated) 
pair these owls contained fur every instance, 
while not one pellet contained feathers. This pair cer- 
tainly preferred rodents birds poultry. The short 
eared owls have much the same record the marsh 
hawk and may found similar situations, hunting 
much the same way the marsh hawk, particularly 
dark, cloudy days. Barred owls are said more 
good than harm, while the curious looking “monkey 
faced” barn owl the best one all. Fisher 
gathered the pellets dropped near the nest pair 
barn owls the tower the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion and found them 454 skulls small animals. 
These skulls represented 225 destructive meadow mice, 
179 house mice, twenty rats, twenty shrews, six jumping 
mice, two pine mice, one star-nosed mole, and one 
vesper sparrow. Certainly such record gives the barn 
owl right live. Only the very large “great horned 
owl” ever charged with any notable injury, and 
charges are very rare. Most people would place him 
the class which are neither decidedly beneficial nor 


harmful. Under the beneficial class Fisher groups the 
marsh hawk, red tailed hawk, red shouldered hawk, 
sparrow hawk, barn owl, long eared owl, short eared 
owl, barred owl, screech owl, snowy owl, and several 
others less importance. 

Under the heading “Harmful Hawks and Owls” Fisher 
places hawk, Cooper’s hawk and three 
others less consequence But does not 
name single owl belonging here. should have 
left the word “Owls” out this heading, believe, 
since none are really “harmful.” 

Dr. Hart Merriam estimated that each hawk and 
owl Pennsylvania worth least twenty dollars 
the farmer. Certainly, these birds are valuable 
Pennsylvania, they are much more valuable great 
agricultural state like Illinois, where rodents 
sects are very destructive. seems unreasonable, 
Fisher and others have pointed out, that many people 
will fondle and protect disease-spreading, bird-eating, 
poultry-stealing cat, and make war upon our beneficial 
birds prey which effectively the work for which 
some people pretend keep cats. Again, seems in- 
conceivable that many people, who get more the 
rapid-breeding cats than they want, will haul them out 
and drop them along the roadside, there almost invari- 
ably hungry and cold until they learn catch 
the beautiful and valuable birds. cruel treat 
cats thus, while would humane chloroform the 
surplus stock. This latter procedure applied the 
surplus stock and any cats found eating poultry 
birds would very greatly lessen the enormous destruc- 
tion valuable birds. 

School teachers and their pupils can slowly but surely 
and permanently put end the destruction valu- 
able birds teaching every community the real 
benefits derive from them. Many people believe 
that all birds prey are bad, just because occa- 
sional individual acquires perverted appetite. one 


would punish all boys school because one bad 


did wrong. one would shoot all dogs because one 
dog the neighborhood killed sheep. But punish 
good and bad boys alike, kill good and bad dogs 
alike, more foolish wrong than shoot good 
and bad hawks and owls indiscriminately. The rare 
offender should destroyed, but the great majority 
beneficial birds prey should protected lest 
bring scourge destructive rodents. 

space permitted might show how woodpeckers 
are also too generally misunderstood. 
chisel-like beaks and their extensible, barbed, horny 
tipped tongues they expose, spear and extract number- 
less destructive grubs and borers forest and fruit 
trees. Only the sap sucker does notable injury, and 
that very rarely Illinois. 

Woodpeckers, robins and many other valuable birds 
are frequently charged with serious destruction cher- 
ries and other small fruits. convinced that where 
such occasionally occurs pretty largely our own 
fault. have tree black mulberries yard 
ripening when cherries are mature. Birds are 
numerous about the place, and while this town lot 
usually pick from 100 200 gallons early Rich- 
mond cherries, not lose one per cent the crop 
the birds. But while the ripening cherries are hang- 
ing near and scarcely bird may seen the 
cherry trees, the mulberry tree swarming with many 
species birds and few squirrels literally filling them- 
selves upon the more desirable mulberries. The plant- 
ing few mulberries wild fruits for the birds 
feast upon will usually save the cultivated fruits from 
injury the birds. 

All the birds Illinois are protected law with 
the exception the English sparrow, sharp-shinned 
hawk, Cooper’s hawk, great horned owl, crow black- 
bird, crow, bluejay and sap sucker. Boys and girls 
especially should see that the others are pro- 
tected and encouraged. Bird nests, especially, should 
not molested, and everybody should make nesting

Frances Elliott Clark 

The study high school music must arranged 
attract, hold and educate every boy and girl, regardless 
whether they can sing not, and should furnish 
opportunity, material and instruction that will enable 
them become, not professional musicians, but music 
lovers and appreciative, intelligent listeners, knowing the 
world’s music just they know its history, prose, poetry 
and art. 

Heretofore, the ideals high school pupils music 
have been virtually limited the music they themselves 
could produce, thus restricting their observation 
very narrow field. 

Music, when properly taught, stands for much 
mental development and general culture any other 
subject the curriculum and should receive the same 
credits toward graduation from the local school, and 
entrance requirements the colleges and universities. 

Colleges, private schools and universities have found 
impossible, save small special classes, use music 
any broadly educational way. 

Individuals and clubs desiring know music from 
cultural standpoint, particularly remote from the larger 
musical centres, have found well nigh impossible 
gain any adequate knowledge the world’s music be- 
cause lack opportunity hear enough the really 
great music, interpreted great artists, with reason- 
ably frequent repetition. 

Today the trend music study strongly toward 
appreciation rather than theory. impossible, how- 
ever, study appreciation interpretation without 
real music interpret and appreciate.

25,000,000 Catholics Under American Flag. 

According the 1917 edition “The Official Catho- 
lic Directory, just published, there are 17,022,879 Catho- 
lics the United States including the island pos- 
sessions). With sixty-four Archdioceses and Dioceses 
reporting increases, four showing decreases, thirty-three 
Archdioceses and Dioceses making change the pop- 
ulation figure the increase the number Catholics dur- 
ing the year 1916 shown 458,770. 

According Joseph Meier, the Directory compiler, 
the figure 17,022,879 very conservative including, 
does, only the figures submitted the Chancery 
cials. Taking into consideration the “floating” Catholic 
population and the fact that some important Archdioceses 
and Dioceses take census only intervals ten 
years, Mr. Meier feels that safe saying that the 
Catholic population the United States present 
nearly 19,000,000. 

Looking over that section “The Official Catholic 
Directory” which contains the data for our Island posses- 
sions one finds that there are 7,342,262 Catholics the 
Philippines and adding these Philippine Catholics the 
number reported for Alaska, the Canal Zone, Guam, our 
possessions Samoa, the Hawaiian Islands and Porto 
Rico the total number amounts figure 
does not include the Catholics the three recently ac- 
quired Danish West Indies. 

There are, therefore, under the United States flag 25,- 
436,136 Catholics divided follows: Continental United 
States 17,022,879; Foreign possessions the United 
States 8,413,257. 

According the 1917 volume there are fourteen Arch- 
bishops, ninety-six Bishops and 19,983 Catholic clergy- 
men continental United States. these 19,983 clergy- 
men 14,602 are secular priests and 5,381 are priests reli- 
gious orders. Comparing the 1916 editions 
seen, therefore, that the number Catholic clergymen 
has increased 

Other figures taken from the 1917 publication show 
that there are 102 seminaries the states with 6,898 
young men studying for the priesthood; 216 colleges for 
boys; 676 academies for girls; 293 orphan asylums; 106 
Homes for the Aged well 5,687 parochial schools 
with enrollment 1,637,644 children.

“Please, pa, let milk the cows!” 

“Ma, ma! want wash the dishes, ma! Can

Johnny had said 
milk those darn cows!” and Mary had sniveled don’t 
want touch those horrid dishes!” they would have un- 
derstood it—taken matter course. But that the 
two should jumping around teasing work which 
the lath and slipper had previously not been able com- 
pel them do—that was, indeed, queer. 

“Get that silver tablespoon the pantry shelf, will you 
pa?” requested anxiously. want look those 
children’s throats. They must sick.” 

“No, no! sick,” shouted Johnny and Mary 
unison. “But teacher told today that would help 
home with the dishes, and the cows, and the beds, and 
the others chores, get diploma. And, ma! has 
be-au-ti-ful gold seal it! Please, and pa, 
us!’ 

Perhaps this not exactly what happened the home 
Mary’s and Johnny’s and ma, but the pas and mas 
all the Marys and Johnnys who attend the county 
schools Milwaukee county will tell you that things just 
queer happened when County Superintendent Huth’s 
plan home credit work went into operation year ago. 

Under that plan the child every county school which 
adopts given special credits for the work done 
home easing the burdens mother and father. The 
little girl who sweeps and dusts, makes the beds, sets the 
table, washes the dishes, and helps mother with the iron- 
ing, the washing, and the bread, gets special credit for 
school. So, too, does the small boy who cleans the 
walks snow, carries out the ashes, curries the family 
horse, and beds the livestock. 

Each child furnished with “home work report” con- 
taining square for every day the month for every 
duty for which credit given. The girl who helps mother 
ironing for hour gets ten credits; she makes the 
bread she gets twelve. Ten credits are awarded the child 
who deposits savings bank; another ten him 
her who reads book home and reports it. Wash- 
ing the buggy brings five credits; bathing, six; making 
biscuits, three; and through sixty-one different du- 
ties which are listed the work reports. 

These reports are kept the parents, being submitted 
the teachers from time time see that all going 
well. the end the month the reports are turned 
the teacher—countersigned the parents parents 
are satisfied with the behavior Johnny and Mary for 
the month—and, approved the teachers, are signed 
them. When Johnny and Mary get 2,500 credits they 
are awarded “Home Work” diploma, which certifies that 
they have, “by industry and helpfulness home and good 
conduct school, earned 2,500 cerdits for home work.” 
During the last year, too, the winners certificates were 
exempted from certain diploma examinations. 

“The plan intended teach children responsibilities,” 
said Supt. Huth. “Sooner later all these children will 
have assume the responsibilities which none can 
dodge, and the sooner they learn the importance not 
shirking such responsibilities, the better will for them 
later life. 

“Every child should have some chance home 
something make feel that helping the mother and 
father, sharing the burdens the family life.
